FORMER MADOCER 
SUCCESSFUL 


For many years Prince Edward 
148 set the pace for the Dominion 
in the quality of lis cheese for 
which it has become famous. Cred- 
it for this high .quality fs due, not 
ajJone to proper equipment in fac- 
torles and the co-operation of pat- 
rons, but to the cheesemaker him- 
self. 

To Mr. Albert Beckwith, manager 
of Cherry Valley Cheese and Butter 
Factory, who has made butter and 
cheese in many factories under ad- 
verse conditions, but who has main- 
tained a score of 99.5 points, much 
credit is due in the mtaintaining of 
this high standard, 

It is not generally known that in 
1921 cheese from Prince Edward 
County won the silver cup open for 
competition among the British Col- 
onies, at the British Empire Expo- 
sition at London, England, The fac- 
tory to which the honor came was 
Mountain View and Mr. Beckwith 
was the maker. This is the only 
time this cup has been brought to 
Prince Edward. The next year Mr. 
Beckwith again competed and won 
the Commendable Prize which is 
similar to a runner-up. Mr, Beck. 
with has not Aompeted since but 
“so and won another 
Commendable prize he would have 
won the cup outright, Mr, Beck- 
with was at Mountain View two 
years, coming from Massassaga 
where he operated a factory for a 
year with success. As a result of 
his winning Mr. Beckwith received 
an invitation to be presented to the 
King at Buckingham Palace. 

Mr. Beckwith won many medals 
in various competitions for cheese. 
One notab'’e one is a large silver 
cup, the result of 3 successive wins 
at Madoc fair. A good train 
ing is essential to good cheesemak- 
ing, avers Mr.Beckwith who learned 
his trade at Flinton,near Tweed, 25 
years ago under the late Charles 
Carlton, a high class maker in his 
day. Mr. Beckwith spent thirteen 
years in making cheese in Madoc 
Township. 

At Cherry Valley Cheese and 
Butter Factory, Mr. Beckwith’'s suc- 
cess has continued, Not only has 
the cheese graded 99.5 but the fac- 
tory and equipment have been im- 
proved wonderfully. | Last. seasou 
400,00) pounds of cheese were 
made and the year before nearly 
50,000 pounds more, Taking the 
length of time in operation each 
season, it is one of the largest fac- 
tories in Ontario. Mr. W. Anglin, 
of Brewers’ Mills, is the owner. 

In the factory Mr. Beckwith is 
assisted by his two sons and wife, 
who thoroughly understand the pro- 
cess of making first class cheese, 
Cherry Valley cheese is given prei- 
erence in many stores in both Pic- 
ton and cities in Ontario, notably in 
the Loblaw Groceterias throughout 
the province. 

Though cheese making cal's furs 
work day and night, during the sea- 
son at Cherry Valley, Mr, Beckwith 
finds time to take an active part in 
church and community affairs ani 
is a reapected and valued citizen in 
the community.——Picton Gazette.

Interference Minimized. . 


Every station could be described in 
this manner, but some idea of the dis- 
tances covered can be gleaned from 
the above.

States, cover 
their territories to a good degree is 
one reason why there are not more 
stations in Canada. It is felt that 
they are not necessary. A great 
many more stations would cause in- 
terference problems. Incidentally the 
license fee for a Canadian station is 
pee per annum, and the initial cost for 
a good station is in the neighborhood 
of $25,000. 

The Canadian Government has wise- 
ly regulated -the disposal of stations 
and in doing so has kept in mind 
that a population of 10,000,000 stretch- 
ing out over 3000 miles has a very 
good way of providing everyone with 
some Canadian entertatnment..

The Ploughing of Clay Soils. 

Late summer or fall ploughing fs 
the general practice that should, be 
followed for clay sdils. . Where weeds 
are not troublesome clay soils plough- 
ed late in the fall and kept in the 
rough ploughed form permit the frost 
and weather to break down the clods. 
Results of many experiments show 
that no profitable increase in yield 
will be secured from ploughing deep- 
er than 6 or 6 inches. All these till- 
age operations for clay soils must be 
carried out only when the soil has 


its most desirable content of mois- 
ture, according to a bulletin on Crop 


Rotations and Soil Management for'| 


Hastern Canada available at the Pub- 
Heations Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture, at Ottawa.’ The bad ef- 
fect of a single ploughing when the 
soil is too wet is believed to last for 
three or four years. Ploughing in the 
spring when too dry greately in- 
creases the work and may result in a 
eloddy seed-bed. 


Fattening Turkeys. 


The proper time to begin fattening 
turkeys ia four weeks before they are 
wan for table tse.. They need not 
be cOSnfined {in pens, because, when 
properly fed they take no more exer- 
cise than is necessary. Turkeys 
raised in the open during the summer 
cannot stand close confinement dur- 
ing the fattening period. In a bulle- 
tin on turkeys, available at the Pub- 
lications Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, complete in- 
structions for feeding the fattening 
birds are given. The young birds 


should be started feéding gradually. ° 


The teed should consist of mash and 
whole grain. The mash, which is fed 


\for the morning and. mid-day meals, 


is made up of equal parts of ground 
oats, barley meal, cornmeal and 
wheat bran. Ground buckwheat may 
be used instead of the ground barley. 
The ground grains should be mixed 
thoroughly before moistening with 
water or skim-milk, using 
enough to make the meal 
gether and not enough. to make it 
sticky or sloppy. The moistening 
should be done about two hours be- 
fore feeding. The mash is fed_in a 
clean trough, giving only as much as 
the turkeys will eat readily. The 
evening meal should consist of whole 
grain, whole ,corn being about the 
best, and no’More should be fed than 
the birds ~ clean up nicely. Fresh 
water and t should be provided in 
abundance. The turkeys can be con- 
ditioned in this way in about three 
weeks, another week being used for 
killing, shipping and retailing.

Tulip Planting. 

Tulip planting time is approaching 
and uniess the bulbs are set out dur- 
ing the next few weeks another 
spring will pase without the gorgeous 
display of bloom for which the tulip 
ja noted. According to the Superin- 
tendent of the Nappan, Nova Scotia, 
Experimental Farm, good bloom may 
be expected from bulbs set as late as 
the beginning, of November. In his 
report for 1926 Mr. Baird, the Super- 
intendent, states that the early varie-

del, made a splendid showing from 
May 26th to June 12th. The Darwin 
tulips, Mr. Baird points out, come in- 
to bloom later, but are richer and 
have more delicate colors than the 
early sorts, filling in nicely between 
the early tulips and the summer an- 
nuals.

The flower- 
ing season lasted untfl the 24th of the 
month. . Among the most prominent 
sorts grown that year were Europe, 
Kdmee, Farncombe Sanders, Bartig- 
on, La Tulipe Noire and Prof.. Rau- 
wenhof. This report, which is distri- 
buted by The Publications Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture at Or 
tawa, contains valuable information 
on dahlias, sweet peas, perennials, 
and other flowers besides field field 
crops, and garden crops and other 
questions related to general farming. 


Harvesting Field Root Seed. 


During recent years the federal and 
provincial experimental farms have 
taken up root seed raising with very 
favorable results. They have proved 
conclusively that fleld root seeds can 
be successfully raised in Canada and 
that the crops produced from such 
seed are equal, and in many cases 
superior, both in yield and quality, to 
crops of the, same varieties grown 
from importéd seed. A new bulletin 
on Field Roots in Canada, distributed 
by the Publications Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, along 
with & great deal of information on 
field root seed raising in general, 
gives instructions for harvesting 
seeds.

As they are collected 
the seed stalks should be spread out 
to a depth of 4 to 6 inches where dry- | 
ing ‘conditions are good and forked | 
over severkl times to facilitate the’ 
thorough drying of the seed heads. 
Wintering Roote to Be Used for 


Seed Growling. 


Field root seed is grown from eith- 
er mature roots of stocklings, planted , 
in the spring. Stockings are small, 
immature roots and there are certain 
advantages in using them, but, con- 
ditions being equal, they do not pro- 
duce so much seed as mature roots. 

Roots for seed raising .must bo 
handled with care, particular pains 
being taken that no damage is done 
in harvesting and storing.. ‘The pro- 
per methods of harvesting and stor- 
ing are fully described in a new bulle- 
tin on Field Roots in Canada avail- 
able at the Publications Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa. In gathering tho roots that are 
to be used for seed raising tho leaves 
should not be twisted off but cut two 
or three inches from the top of the 
root. The roots should not be trim- 
med, and a critical examination of 
them should be made at parvest time 
and all damaged, misshapen, prongy 
and off-type ones discarded. 

Many methods of holding over win- 
ter roota to be used for seed have 
been tried out, according to the bulle- 
tin, by far the best mothod under or- 
dinary Canadian conditions ia to 
store ‘them in properly constructed 
cellars or pits. For satisfactory stor- 
age, temperatures shoulld be main- 
tained between 32 and 38 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Sudden and extreme tem- 
perature changes are the cause of 
greater loss than continued low, tem- 
peratures. Mangels, sugar beets and 
carrots will even stand considerable 
freezing provided they are not hand- 
led while frozen and that the frost is 
allowed to come out gradually. Stored 
roots must not be allowed to dry out 
as drying is one of the principal 
causes of loss in cellar storage.

Care of Brushes 

Brooms and brushes give «ouch 
longer and more efficient service it 
they are taken care of. 

Before being used for the first time, 
all household brushes and brooms 
should be soaked in cold water and 
allowed to dry thoroughly. This makes 
the wood, around the bristles swell 
and thus strengthens the bold on 
them, it also prevents the bristles from 
breaking off short. : 

A broom should be kept free from 
all sweepings. Keep at hand an old 
piece of comb, and, when sweeping Is 
over, gently remove all hairs, Bits of 
fiuff and odde and ends before putting 
the broom, brush-end upward, in the 
corner. 

Periodically brooms should be treat- 
ed to a bath of soft soap and water, to 
which a little borax, soda or ammonia 
tes been added. Having been weil 
rinsed in sevétal cold waters the 
brooms should be thoroughly dried. 

The bristles of hair vrushes, brooms 
and scrubbing brushes may be astiffen- 
ed if dipped in a strong solution of | 
alum, or, in the ¢ase of tooth brushes, 
a solution of salt and water, Brooms 
and brushes, bowever thick . the 
bristles, must never be allowed to reat 
upon the bristles when not fn use.

INSTANTLY KILLED 


Peterboro, May 3 — Provincial 
| Constable Norman F, Maker was 
igshot dead today by David Montgom- 
l ery on the stairs of the Montgomery 
|Hotel and in a few minutes later 
‘Montgomery was shot by City Con- 
stable L. Matthews when he was 


0 trying to leave the building. 


Constable Maker and Provincial 
'Officer Stewart received a call to 
|go to the Montgomery Hotel to 
jmake a search for liquor, the two 
officers were directed to a room 
| upstairs, on entering the hotel. 
'Montgomery had fled a few seconds 
| previously to his room and as the 
constabies neared the top of the 
stairs he came out with a large re- 
volver, He fired three shots point 
blank at Provineial Constable 
| Maker, who dropped on the stairs, 
| Montgomery then turned a revolver 
on Officer Stewart who was follow- 
ing Constable Maker up stairs. 
;One bull grazed Stewart's hand. 
The City, Police were immediately 
notified and Constables Puffer and 
Matthews and Detective Carey rush- 
ed to the hotel. When they arrived 
they found Montgomery in an alley- 
\)way endeavouring to make his es- 
| cape. The man was ordered to 
stop but refused anda revolver shot 
brought him down. ’He died a few 
minutes jater. 


STRUCK BY FREIGHT 

Benjamin A, Clarke and Byron 
Fairman, residents on the 6th con- 
cession of Thurlow and employed

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The following is the first prize 
essay written by Miss Alice Hale, of) 
Madoc High School, on the subject! 


{ ‘Why Total Abstinence from Al- 
coholic Liquors is Essential in Mod- 
ern Business and ‘Transportation. 
The prize was given by the W. C. 
T, U. Society. 

Why is total abstinence from al- 
coholic liquorg especially necessary 
in modern business and transport-; 
ation? Let us consider this ques- 
tion thoroughly. 


I will begin by mentioning how 
aleohol affects the human body, It 
weakens the stomach and heart and 
paralyzes the nerves. Gradually 
alcohol breaks down a_ person's 
natural reserve and he says and 
does things that he would never say 
or do in his normal state. Soon 
he is unable to distinguish: between 
right and wrong. Finally he loses 
his moral character and becomes 
untruthful, dishonest, and some- 
times criminal, 

A great many people insist tha 
liquor does them no harm if it is 
‘taken in moderation. They main- 
tain that -it does not affect them 
nor their work but that is not true. 
You all know that your brain con- 
trols your speech and action. Your 
nerves carry messages to your brain 
and bring back messages to the dif- 
ferent parts of your body. When 
liquor is drunk, it circulates 
throughout the body by means of 
the blood and commences to act 
upon the delicate mechanicm of 
the brain, Messages are received 
and despatched more slowly and 
less distinotly, 

A man under the influence of 
liquor approaches a railway in a 
truck. An express train is coming. 
Messages come to his brain very 
slowly. He cannot judge properly 
the speed of the train or how far 
away it is, and an accident is the 
result. 

In some respects 
drinks in moderation 
gerous than he who is obviously 
drink, The reason is that he 
appears to be all right and people 
depend upon him when he should 
never be trusted at all, 

An intoxicated driver is a menace 
to traffic, If he is carrying goods, 
they may be destroyed or utterly 
ruined; if passengers, they may be 
injured or killed in the case of an 
accident. Many lives and much 
money are lost through liquor. 

A driver under the influence of 
alcohol will drive faster and is more 
careless and reckless on aceount of 
ithe effect it produces on his nerves. 
He will risk ‘chances that a sober 
man will not undertake because his 
vision is not clear and his judgment 
is impaired, A prominent magis- 
trate said on one oceasion that a 
man’could not take one glass of 
liquor without his: driving being 
affected, Most of -the motor ac- 
cidents that occur are traceable lo 
liquor, 

Inquiries made for the Internat- 
jonal League of Nations show that 
more accidents happen to men who 
drink than to abstainers. 


If a man wishes to be successful 
in business he must be strong anc 
healthy. He cannot be if he drinks 
or if his parents do. Men spend 
their money on drinks when it 
should be spent on their families to 
secure them wholesome food, com- 
fortable clothing and a good home. 
Every Saturday night in cities the 
government liquor atores are 
thronged with poor working men 
who have just received their wages, 
They have struggling families to 
support, How much happier their 
vives and children would be if they 
used their money to some advantage. 

A man who drinks excessively 
cannot attend to his work. When 
he is present, his mind is not clear 
and he makes mistakes and thereby 
loses custom. Anyone in authority | 
over otters in any ‘business cannot 
direct them or manage affairs prop- 
erly if he is under the influence of 
liquor, 

Many diseases are caused by 
liquor ©, &. poisoning and insanity. 
Alcohol tends to destroy the morals 
of people. If this unnecessary 
Grink was not used the moral char- 
ecier of the nation would be much

Lord D’Abernon, of the British 
Medical Research Council, claims 
that alcohol gives the drinker a 
false impression of having done his 
work with unusual speed and suc- 
cess, whereas impartial examination 
shows that both cccuracy and. reg- 
ularity are not up to the standard.

Inatead the preparation | 
should commence with the se-e ting | 
of suitable breeding ty 
aix months before the hatching | 
season, From resulis of actual | 
tests at the Lennoxville Experimen- | 


tal Station, it has been proven that | 
almost without exception, the chicks | 
from matured hens will be much | 
stronger and develop. faster, than | 
those from pullets during their first 

year of production. It is therefore 

to be recommended that 

healthy birds, which have been. 
good producers during — their first | 
veur, be selected October or Novem. 

ber, and that these be = given a| 
ration which will be most conducive 
to health without forcing egg pro- 
duction until nearer the hatching 

season, It is also advisable to | 
make another selection of these | 
birds just previous to hatching sea-) 
eon in order to have only the best | 
from which to select eggs for in | 
cubation, 

Furthermore much depends upon 
a rigid selection of the eggs for | 
hatching purposes. By using unil- 
form, strong shelled, well shaped 
the percentage <éf chicks 
hatched is increased and thereby 
the cost of hatching chicks is re- 
duced. The storing of the eggs for 
hatching is also responsible’ for 
much of the variation noted in 
hatching results. Overhe&ting the 
eggs, or keeping them too long be- 
fore incubating is very detrimenta: 
to best results, While too great 
chilling is detrimental to hatcha- 


birds at leas

| bility, eggs will even stand freezing 


temperatures for short periods with- 
out effecting hatching results. 

The .next step in preparation 
might be the securing of a suitable 
place for incubation work, whether 
by broody hens or by tneubator. 


\For broody hens, a separate room, 


well disinfected and free from ver- 
min, must be provided, Dust the 
birds with some” good vermin 
powder, and remove them at night 
to their new clean nests. For hatch 
ing by incubators, it has been 
proved that a> clean well-ventilated 
cellar, is much better than an up- 
stairs room for locating the incu 
bator. The moisture of a cellar 
helps to reduce the percentage of 
death in shell. All ineubators 
should be thoroughly disinfected 
before each hatch, and should be in 
good working order before being f1- 
trusted with good hatching eggs, 

In summarizing. let us suggest 
that if more attention were given 
to preparation for incubation, many 
of the losses during incubation 
could be considerably reduced.

EXPERTS GET MORE OUT 
OF LUMP OF COAL 


How to make one lump of coal 
give the same warmth that two 
used to deliver has recently been 
the subject of scientific invest!>| 
gation by heating engineers inter- 
ested in better home heating. | 
Much of this investigation has been | 
conducted at the University of 
Tilinois in a house built especially | 
for home heating research by the 
National Warm Air Heating and 
Ventilating Association, | 

According to the experts there 
too much warmth in the average 
home goes up the chimney and not 
enough into the air that is deliver- 
ed into the house. This comes | 
from faulty installation of the heat-| 
ing system, bad management on the | 
part of the tired business man who 
each evening takes up his shovel 
and gets through with his job as 
quickly as possible,or a combination 
of the two. 

In ordinary weather, the reports 
state. itis seldom advisable to have 
the drafts of the furnace opened | 
wide. This may be necessary in 
the morning when a quick fire fs 
needed, but after a few minutes | 
they should be partly closed and the | 
butterfly damper in the smoke flue 
closed part way, 

A blasing-hot fire in the firepot 
is not asafe guide as to the amount 
of warmth that is going. up into 
the house, for much of the fire's 
warmth may be lost up the flue 
Nor should it be necessary to force 
the fire with fall draft except in 
the most severe weather, 

If this is necessary it is a fairly 
accurate indication that something 
is wrong. The chimney may be 
clogged with soot, the emoke pipe 
may need cleaning, there may be 
clinkers in the firebox or the fur- 
nace may be too small for the, area 
it is supposed to heat...

London—Grass, growing on the 
backs of sheep is the jatest form of 
mixed farming in this country. 

This freak of nature {» reported 
from Copton Hall Farm, Broms- 
grove, Worcestershire, . where the 
backs of sheep, which for some 
months had been grazing near & 
haystack, were found to be green, 
Examination showed this wae due 
to the germination of grass seeds 
which had fallen from the hay- 
stacks on their backs. The con 
tinuous wet weather, coupled with 
the heat of the animals’ bodies, 
had caused the séed to sprout.

Monotony of diet is another hard- 
ship faced by the whaler, Only a 
limited amount of fresh food can be 
carried on the vessel and ‘the whaling 
men are forced ‘back on the °“salt 
horse” and hardtack of  salling-ship 
days. They seek to relieve this situ- 
ation by trying new sorts of food of- 
fered by the Antarctic. Fish they 
have, which they can often catch in 
plenty, and they also try penguin eggs 


and wihtle steaks. The former are

“Captain Wilkins therefore planned

‘was thought to exist. This was the 
land that Peary thought he saw from 
‘the horth end of Grant Land, It was 
the region which MacMillan sought 
to penetrate some years later. It is 
the area into which Nobile has an- 
nounced that he intends to take his 
dirigible. It is popularly known as 
the “blind spot’ in the Arctic. The 
scientist would call it the unexplored 
border of the Continental Shelf north- 
waat of Grant Land.” 

**Here tn the relatively shallow bor- 
der of the Arctic Ocean, the chance 
of finding land has been thought to 
be greater than in other parts of the 
Arctic where deep soundings have 
been reported. Wilkins’s flight has 
at last cleared up this area as well 
as several other areas north of Green- 
land. Except for the shallow border 
of the Arctic off the long coast of S!- 
beria, only land of small extent’ may 
be expected to be found in the Arctic 
Basin by further exploration. Cap- 
tain Wilkins’s expedition thus had 
Strictly scfentific objects. At no time 
‘did he plah to fly over the Pole, un- 


less he drifted in that direction as a| 


result of quartéring \winds.

Seventy-Six Cars Equipped ‘| 

The government-owned railway of 
Canada operates seventy-six cars. 
similarly equipped on its runs from 
coast to coast, Practically any of the 
longer trips to Canada may now be 
made more pleasant with the enteér- 
tainment affopded by the radio. 

Whether one travels in the east or 
west of Canada on the Canadian Na- 
tional Road, and a‘parlor car is at- 
tached one can be fairly sure that 
there ie also a radio operator and a} 

'radio receiver aboard. A box ant- 
enna extending the length of the car 
and about seven inches above the 
metal roof, gives the clew from the 
outside of the entertainment to be} 
had within. The aerial is supported 
on glass insulators above the roof, | 
which is also the ground for the re-| 
ceiver, thus allowing but a very short! 
distance between aerial and ground.} 
At the place nearest the position of | 
the radio receiver the aerial is tapped 
and a lead-in brought to the set. 

The receiver is housed.in an upright 


| cabinet, being a separate unit loosely | 


placed in the cabinet. Above and be-| 
low the place for the receiver there Is! 
room for batteries and accessory ap-| 
paratus, while on top of the cabinet 
fin the cone loudspeaker. As men- 
tioned before there is a pair of ear- 
phones plugged in at each seat, the’ 
fittings for these plugs being specially 
built into the car and the wiring to 
the receiver is behind the panels. 
The number of phones used caries as 
to the number of seats, from twenty- 
eight to forty being used. These are;

In most of the cars the receiver 
used is a four-tube reflex, doing the 
duty of a six-tube set, with a three 
stage power amplifier for use with the 
loudspeaker, This receiver is special- 
ly made for the railway company and 
is not found on the market although 
at one time {t was among the sets on 
sale to the public. The cholce of his 
set and the five-tube neutrodyne of the 
game make on the newer cars, such 
as the Boston-Montreal, was only 
made after exhaustive tests had been 
conducted with a great variety of re- 
celvers. Loop aerials and super 
heterodynes were found to be useless 
on moving trains, especially steel cars, 
which make up the majority of those 
on the Canadian lines. There are 
still sets being tried out for new cars, 
and all the cars being bullt as parlor 
cars are now wired for the purpose 
while under construction. 

Tn insure the passengers of good 
reception a radio operator fs carried 
on each radlo-equipped car, These 
are in the main young men, specially 
trained to use radio receivers on the 
trains, and they know with a nicety 
what to expect on a run and where to 
find those stations quickly without 
too much interference from telegraph 
lines and power lines coming in dur- 
ing their hunt. In fact, while look- 
ing for another station they will dis- 
connect the phones~and loudspeaker 
and plug in their own headset, 

These young men, some of whom 
are government licensd wireless oper- 
ators, are uniformed and instructed 
in the interesting points on thelr run, 
go as to be able to inform travellers 
what this or that interesting land- 
mark is. 


Difficulties In Reception 


It is interesting to listen to the con- 
certs critically. when going through 
tuttings and tunnels and over steel 
bridges. Each of these structures 
has a tendency to blot the music out, 
sometimes noticeably and at other 
times barely perceptibly. Power lines 
also cause some trouble, and at some 
stations it is necessary to turn the 
set off, due to the interference caused 
by the telegraph dispatcher. 

Although a few railroads In the 


United States also carry radio-equp-|" 


ped cars, none of the companies hes 
gone into the system in the same man- 
ner as the Canadian National Ralil- 
ways. Trains operating. Into the 
United States from Canada are now 
being equipped, notably those from 
Montreal to Boston and from Toronto 
to Chicago. The service, now threes 
years old, is greatly appreciated by 
travelers, many of whom volce their 
appreciation to. the operator at the 
termination of their trip.

The cost of producing dlamonds in 
South Africa ie $12 a cerat. So says a 
recent report made to its stockhold- 
ers by the Diamond Syndicate, which 
controls the entire supply, writes 
Rene Bache in “Popular Mechanics 
Magazine.” 


A cut diamond of one carat, bought 
at a jeweler’s shop, costs $300 to $500, | 
according to quality. The price, how- 
ever, ascends in a sort of geometrical 
progression with increase in size, so 
that a fairly large stone is worth a 
fortune, 

The South African mines controlled | 
by the syndicate yield 96 per cent of} 
al} the diamonds produced In the world. 
If they

they are able to produce the stones 
would be comparatively cheap. But 
the price is kept high by limiting the 
output and the number permitted to 
be sold. 

There was, in 1870, a farm, about 600 
miles north of Capetown, near the 
Vaal River,. which was called Dutoit’s 
Pan, because of a curious circular de- 
pression that covered several acres of 
the land. The Boer farmer's humble 
dwelling was plastered with clay, His 
children, playing about, noticed some 
small glittering pebbles in the plaster, 
and picked them out. They proved to 
be diamonds, When that fact had 
been ascertained, the farmer proceed- 
ed to dig in the place where the clay 
had been obtained, which was ineide 
the rim of the above-mentioned de 
pression, and more of the gems were 
turned up by his pick and spade. 

As now known, the circular depres- 
sion was the mouth of a volcanic, pipe 
which led down into the bowels of 
the earth. In an earlier age, when 
all that country was probably under 
water, the. plpe was filled up with 
voleanic mud, which contained dia- 
monds crystalized by enormous heat 
out of rocky material rich in carbon. 

To-day, in the place of the circular 
deprecsion, there is a monstrous hole, 
nineteen acres in surface extent and 
nearly a quarter of a nile deep, It 
is the great Dutoltspan diamond mine, 
ite enormous shaft following the yvol- 
canic pipe downward into the ground. 

No sooner did the Dutait’s Pan dis- 
covery become known than a rush to 
the scene began, and the Boer farm- 
er found hie land occupied by dig- 
gers.who paid no attention to hds ef- 
forts to warn them off. The whole 
diamond-producing area was marked 
out in claims, thirty-one feet square, 
held under miners’ law, The diamonds 
were found in a yellow earthy mat- 
erial down to a depth of forty-odd 
feet. Then a soft bluish-gray rock was 


As a matter of fact, this rock was 
the real matrix of the dlamonds, the 
acalled “blue ground,” which to-day 
produces the glittering wealth of the 
South African mines. It is friable 
stuff, and, some months to sun and 
weather, it becomes so disintegrated 
as to be easily eubject to treatment 
for separating out the gem stones 
which the ancient voleanic mud con- 
tains. At depths exceeding 1,200 feet, 
its productiveness is undiminished, 
and diamonds are distributed through 
is so uniformly that 100 cartloads of 
the material may usually be counted 
on to yield 100 carats of the stones.

It was 289 carats, one and five 
elghths inches long, one and three- 
eighths inches broad and one inch In 
depth. The lesser fragment was split 
into ten pieces, the three. 
yielding geme—a “pear,” a “drop,” and 
a “marquise”~-welghing 158, 147 and 
130 carats, respectively. 

The idea of chopping up a diamond 
was entirely new, a thing previously 
unheard of. But something much 
more remarkable in that line was de 
stined before long to follow, in con- 
nection with a stone eo gigantic that 
ite weight was reckoned in terms of 
pounds! That stone was the “Cullin- 
an,” by far the largest diamond ever 
known, which came from the Premier 
mine, in the Transvaal.

Old Chicken Dishes 


Spring chickens are still too high | 
priced to serve frequently, but don’t 
have the older ones always plain stew- 
ed. Try some of these unusual ways 
of cooking. : 

In Florida they have a delicious way 
of adding cocoanut to stewed chicken. 
Prepare the chicken as for any stew 
and boil gently in water to cover until 
tender, about three hours. Have 
ready a pint of young spinach, meas- 
ured after cooking. Grate a medium- 
sized cocoanut or take its equivalent 
in the fresh canned, pour over it a 
pint and a half of milk and let it 
stand twenty minutes, then put 
through a sieve. Add the spinach to 
the chicken, let boll five minutes, then 
add the cocoanut milk and boil up 
once. Remove from the fire and add 
pepper gnd salt to taste, the latter 
last, to prevent any danger of curdling. 
Sprinkle some of the drained cocoa- 
nut over the top and servé. 

Another splendid chicken dish is 
made by boiling a large chicken in 
just enough water to*cover it util 
it is tender. Remove it from the fire 
and add to the water in which it was 
cooked two minced onions, one table- 
spoon of chopped red pepper, half a 
can of tomatoes and salt and pepper 
to taste. Cook this down until thick. 
Stuff the chicken with mashed pota- 
toes, moistened with gravy and two 
tablespoons of raisins mixed with the 
potato. 

Have you ever tried a Yankee pot 
roasted chicken with cranberries? 
Prepare a three-pound chiéken as for 
roasting, brown it first In three table- 
spoons of hot fat. Remove from the 
pan and add three cups of water, stir 
until. boiling, then add two cups of 
cranberry sauce made less sweet than 
usual. (Canned sauce ie available the 
year around.) Replace the chicken in 
the pan with this gravy-sauce, cover 
and proceed in the ordinary way, add- 
ing salt and pepper to taste when 
cooking is half finished. 

Fricassee chicken with asparagus 
sauce is especially delightful. Boll) 
the fowl until tender, adding a bit of 
chopped celery while cooking. Cut in 
neat pleces for boiling, discarding all 
bones, and put into a double boiler 
to keep hot. For the sauce blend two 
tablespoons of butter and two of flour, 
add one pint of chicken stock, a slice 


bay leaf, a tiny bit of mace, a sprig | 
of parsley and salt and pepper to taste. 
Heat slowly, stirring. When heated | 
to boiling set back and simmer twenty, 
minutes. Put the tender green heads | 
from a bunch of asparagus in a cup of, 
boiling water with half a teaspoon of 
galt and half a teaspoon of lemon’ 
juice.

He 
was sensitive to the fact that all 
eyes were focused upon him. But 
at the end of two “years he was 
quite adapted to Magdalen’s way 
and wished to remain two more 
years, But war broke out in 
August, 1914, and the Prince was 
commissioned as second Lieutenant 
of the Grenadier Guards, at Warley 
Barracks, Essex, Later he joined 
Sir John French at Boulogne, 

On several occasions he was given 
important services to perform. One 
of these wasto carry a special mes- 
sage between Sir John and Lord Kit- 
chener, In the fall he was sent to 
Italy; here he was a frequent vis- 
itor in the Red Cross huts. At 
the end of 1917 he returned to 
France and remained there until 
the end of the war.

Air Bases Situated on Lakes 
Crippled in Periods of 
Formation, Break- 
ing Up 


Float-Ski Is Now Devised 


Two-Purpose Landing Gear 
Found Partly Successful 


Murray Bay, P.Q.—-The problem of 
an “iIn-betwcen season” in aerial 
transportation is one which is recely- 
ing serious study in Canada. The 
situation which contains the new diffi- 
culty follows closely upon another 
problem—that of flying in winter— 
which Canadian air transportation 
men faced and met with determina- 
tion for the first time only last year, 
The paramount difficulty in the earlier 
problem was transference of flying 
equipment over from straight wheel 
landing carriages and floats for water 
landings to skis for ice and snow 
work. \ 

In the air mail) work which started 
early last summer on the north Bt, 
Lawrence, where it was undertaken 
to maintain a regular service in the 
transshipment of mail from trans- 
Atlantic ners entering the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence to planes which car- 
ried the bags to cities Inland, it was 
found that with the coming of win- 
ter the planes which took off from 
water with the mail load were called 
upon to land upon ice at their destina- 


Combined Float and 8k! 


For a time this seemed an insur- 
mountable obstacle, until Canadian 
aircraft engineers devised a combined 
float and ski which permitted the ope- 
ration of planes on or off water, .snow 
or ice, So in a measure was this diffi- 
culty overcome. 

The two-purpose landing gear with 
a ski attached on the bottom of the 
float has been only partly successful, 
Canadian flyers say, but,the trouble 
now seems to be largely one of re- 
finement of design. 

With the first models of this unique 
landing gear it has been found that 
in order not to destroy the efficiency 
of the float, a ski so small as not to 
be fully efficient bas to be used. In 
addition to this the double-purpose 
device has proved a bit cumbersome 
{n its trials in real operation. In the 
main, however, the problem appears 
to have been beaten. 

The “in-between season” problem 
appears to be one which mechanics 
can oer little to overcome, flags the 
trovble is one. basically of weather. 
Away from the larger. centers of 
population the alr bases of Canada 
are invariably located on lakes, 
where in winter the operation is off 
ice, and in summer planes are equip- 
ped with floats and take off from the» 
water. But in the “in-between sea-' 
son,” when the ice breaks up and the

world’s record non-stop railway run 
was made recently by two Royal Scot 
expresses of the London, Midland & 
Scottish Railway, one of which made 
the journey from Euston (London) to 
Edinburgh, 399% miles, and the other 
the trip from Euston to Glasgow, 
401% miles, This railway claims to 
have held the previous record in the 
run from Euston to Carlisle, 299 
miles, without halt, also done by the 
Royal Scot. 

No disclosure of the intention to 
eliminate the stop at Carlisle was 
made when the two record-breaking 
trains left Euston at 10 a.m., but offi- 
clals at Carlisle were informed that 
the trains would pass through. .

Doctor Says Five Poisoned 
. Women May Regain — 
Health 


Newark.—In a report of Dr. Fred- 

erick B, Flinn, of the staff of the col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons at 
Columbia University made public re- 
cently, it was disclosed that the ‘five 
women suffering from radium poison- 
ing, who are suing the United States 
Radium Corporation for $1,250,000, 
may not die and may regain a certain 
meagure of good health. 
_ The report, which was written at 
the request.of Chancétry Court, made 
clear that all the women had been 
poisoned by radium, as they claimed. 
This was shown by the reduction of 
white corpuscles count of their blood, 
a condition which lowers the normal 
body resistance to infection and causes 
softening of the bones. 

Dr. Flinn said that radium poison- 
ing does not necessarily cause death, 
though persons suffering from the dis- 
ease may become weakened and pos- 
sibly maimed.
